FOOD AND NUTRITION SERVICE

1. What is the purpose of this agreement?

This agreement sets out t he requirements for administering the Child Nutrition Programs and the Food Dist ribution Programs.

2. Who are the parties to this agreement?

The Food and Nutrit ion Service (FNS), U.S. Department of Agriculture (USDA)
(State agency). In consideration of t he funds and commodities provided by FNS to the State agency and the services
provided by the State agency, the parties agree to the provisions of this agreement.

3. What programs does this agreement cover?

This agreement covers the programs noted w it h an " x" in the chart below. If the State agency decides to discont inue or begin
administ ration of any of these programs aft er signing this agreement, t he State agency must provide FNS advance writt en
notice, including the proposed ef fective date of the change. Upon approval of t he request , FNS will enter int o a new
agreement or amend this agreement .

4. What are the definitions for the terms used in this agreement?

The terms in this agreement have the same meaning as they are def ined in the program statutes, program regulations, and
the glossary in Appendix A to this agreement.

5. What is the authority for this agreement?

This agreement is authorized by the program statutes listed in Appendix A to this agreement.

6. What is the duration of this agreement?

This agreement is effect ive for t he Federal Fiscal Year from October 1 , to September 30, . This agreement may be
extended by FNS. The extension w ill be in the form of the annual grant aw ard document announcing the grant amounts for
each program for each Federal Fiscal Year.

7. How may this agreement be terminated?

This agreement may be terminated in accordance wit h the program statutes, program regulat ions, and 7 CFR Parts 3015.124,
3016.43 and 3016.44.

8. May this agreement be amended?

This agreement may be amended only by FNS. How ever, either FNS or the State agency may propose amendments. FNS
amendments are not subject t o approval by the State agency. By cont inuing to operate the covered programs aft er an
amendment t o this agreement , the State agency agrees to comply with t he amendment .

If the State agency does not wish to comply with an amendment, t he State agency must seek to terminate the agreement
in accordance wit h Sect ion 7 of t his agreement.

9. What are the requirements for FNS?

Subject to available appropriations, FNS w ill provide funds and commodit ies to the State agency for t he programs covered
by this agreement . In addition and also subject to available appropriations, FNS w ill provide State Administrative Expense
funds and Cash-in-Lieu of Donated Foods (7 CFR Part 240) when the State agency is approved to administer a program for
which those funds are available.

FNS will provide the funds and commodities in accordance with program statutes, program regulat ions, any FNS instructions,
policy memoranda, guidance, and other w ritten directives int erpret ing the program statutes and program regulations, and the
other statutes and regulations cit ed in this agreement.

10. What are the requirements for the State agency?

A. Program Statutes, Program Regulations, Instructions, Policy Memoranda, and Guidance

The State agency w ill comply with t he program statutes and program regulations applicable to the programs covered by this
agreement . The State agency also will comply w ith any FNS instruct ions, policy memoranda, guidance, and other writ ten
directives int erpret ing the program statutes and program regulations applicable to those programs.

B. Departmental Regulations on Grants and Cooperative Agreements

The State agency w ill comply with t he follow ing USDA Regulations:

i. 7 CFR Part 3015, Unif orm Federal Assist ance Regulations;

ii. 7 CFR Part 3016, Unif orm Administrat ive Requirements for Grants and Cooperat ive Agreements;

iii. 7 CFR Part 3019, Unif orm Administrat ive Requirements for Grants and Agreements wit h Institut ions of Higher
Education, Hospitals and Other Non-Prof it Organizations, and Institut ions;

iv. 7 CFR Part 3051, Audit s of Inst itutions of Higher Education and Other Nonprof it Inst itutions;

v. 7 CFR Part 3052, Audit s of States, Local Governments, and Nonprofit Organizat ions.
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C. Debarment and Suspension

The State agency w ill comply with 7 CFR Part 3017, Subparts A-E, Governmentw ide Debarment and Suspension
(Nonprocurement). If t his agreement covers Food Distribution Programs other than food distribut ion related to the
Child Nutrit ion Programs, and the State agency has signed and attached to this agreement t he Cert ificate Regarding
Debarment, Suspension, and Other Responsibilit y Matters-Primary Covered Transact ions, t he SA must submit an additional
Cert if ication to FNS by October 1 of each year.

D. Nondiscrimination and Equal Employment Opportunity

The State agency w ill comply with t he follow ing nondiscrimination statutes and regulat ions, any other related regulations,
and any FNS and USDA nondiscriminat ion directives:

LLL) and annually w ill sign and submit a cert if icate, if applicable, Form SF-LLL to FNS.

F. Drug-Free Workplace

The State agency w ill comply with 7 CFR Part 3017, Subpart F, Drug-Free Workplace and w ill maintain a drug-free
workplace in accordance with (check one):

If the State agency does not wish to comply with any changes or new it ems, t he State agency must seek to terminate the
agreement in accordance with Section 7 of t his Agreement .
